Comment: A generation ago 
whenever anyone in the fam- 
ily came down with a gas- 
trointestinal upset (nausea, 
cramps, diarrhea, vomiting. 
fever) that lasted for a day 
or two, the usual explanation 
given by the patient was: “I 
guess it was something I ate.” 

AlthSigh he was undoubtedly 
right, what many doctors did- 
n't even suspect was that the 
trouble was due to salmonella 
infection, Somewhere, some- 
how these bacilli got into the 
body (by infected water, food, 
dishes, eating utensils, etc.), 

Now we are more aware of 
its likelihood as the cause of 
such upsets, The United States 
Public Health Service esti- 
mates that each year Kk af- 
fects more than two million 
Americans. Although itis not a 
serious infection, except in 
very old, very young and in 
those otherwise seriously ill. 
itycan be an uncomfortable 
devastating illness while it 
lasts. 

Salmonella infections are 
due to swallowing the germs. 
Fortunately, everyone does not 
get sick. 

For example, in a family of 
four, one child may complain 
only of cramps and: diarrhea,

Earliest Teapots from China; 


Were Made 


The earliest teapots were 
Chinese and made of porcelain. 
Bottger, the man who first 
perfected porcelain in Europe. 
devoted much of his produc- 
tion to teapots. Europeans 
quickly developed other styles 
whith were executed in china, 
pottery and silver. 

Chinese teapots were small, 
Intended for one person. Early 
European teapots were small! 
and “bullet” shaped. (An 18th 
century bullet was ball-shaped 
not cone-shaped). An inverted 
pear shape with a small] base 
followed. The sizes of teapots 
gradually increased and by the 
end of the 18th century were 
much larger, with straight 
sides and broad flat bottoms. 
Such teapots required trivets 
to keep the table from being 
marked. 

By 1800, ball feet were added 
to the of the pot, as 
shown in small metal pot 
illustrated, and the trivet was 
dispensed with. Pots became 
generally larger and more 
bulbous. 

In 1837 emigrants were ad- 
vised to pack 3% of a pound 
of tea to last for a nine week 
trip to Canada. The traveller 
was also advised to bring a 
small white iron (stone) pot 
and small white ironSépne bas-

* $00,000 divorce award Friday, 


ruling that the wife is entitled to 
half her husband's net assets— 
even though she has substantial 
funds of her own.

air and partially ferment, then 
the leaves are roasted. Bohea. 
Congou, Oolong, Pekoe and 
Souchong are all black teas. 

Gunpowder or Pearl and 
Hyson are green teas. They 
are made by roasting the 
leaves as soon as they are 
picked. Most housewives made 
their own blend of tea from a 
combination of different types 
of black and green teas.

Although the amalgamation. of 
Port Arthur ‘and Fort William, 
and the townships of Shuniah 
and Neebing, has been on paper 
for almost a year, the new city 
formed by this alliance wasn’t 
an official fact until the new 
year. 

And Friday night all the pomp 
and ceremony surrounding such 
an occasion was performed be- 
fore severa] hundred persons at 
Selkirk high school. chosen be- 
cause of its large auditorium 
which was filled to capacity for 
the historic event. 

Federal, provincial and civil 
officials took part in the affair 
to launch the eighthlargest aty 
in Ontario. 

“The area now* can perhaps 
Ret opportunities that may have 
been lost in the past.” said the 
city’s new mayor, Saul Laskin. 
following his official swearing. 
in. 

“Everyone has a part to play 
in the city of Thunder Bay. Let 
us all have faith in our ability to 
create a great cily.” 

Many of the residents of the 
new city of 107,000 people on the 
shores of Lake. Superior had 
turned out New Year's Eve for 
a special event at the gateway 
separating Port Arthur and Fort 
William. 

Because, for the record, Thun- 
der Bay became the official 
name at the moment the new 
year was heralded in and there 
was no more fitting a place to 
mark the occasion than the spot 
that had been a symbol of divi- 
sion for years. 

Called the Welcome Arch in 
the past, the entrance was re.

Hydro 
Workers 
Seek Raise 


TORONTO (CP} — Negotia- 
tors for 10,000 employees of On- 
tario Hydro submitted 1970 con- 
tract: demands Friday which, if 
accepted, could cost the "huge 
power company more than 
$20,000,000 in wage increases. 

The current contract with 
Local 1000, Canadian Union of 
Public Employees, expires 
March 31. New contract de- 
mands include a 14-per-cent 
wage increase in a one-year 
agreement. Current hourly rate 
for a lineman is $4.27. 

- The employees, who went on 
strike before signing a one-year 
agreement in 1969, also want 
longer: holidays, double time for 
all overtime, a 10-per-cent in- 
crease in shift premiums and 
payment by Hydro of 100 per 
cent of medical plan premiums 
rather than the 8 per cent now 
paid. 

The union represents hourly- 
Fated maintenance tradesmen, 
clerical and technical employ- 
ees, including head office staff, 
thermo-nuclear and electrical 
Operators and other trades. 

Hydro management has sub- 
mitted 49 items including the 
right to «schedule a five-day 
work week which could include 
Saturday or Sunday™ or both, 
providing the employee re- 
ceived two consecutive days off.

- LONDON (CP) — A veteran 
expert on navy affairs has 
turned his mind to British soc- 
cer’s biggest headache, hooli- 
ganism.

Big man behind the widely 
read document is Sir John 
Lang, 73, who followed up 
years of service with the Brit- 
ish admiralty by becoming 
principal adviser on sport to 
the government. 

His latest task has been to 
head a working party of soc-

name all over Britain. 

After 18 months of inquiries. 
the Lang committee now has 
come up with an array of re- 
calls far tighter stadium secu- 
rity and harder crackdowns 
on unruly elements. 

The committee urges that 
police should be stationed in 
stadium stands as well as 
around the soccer field itself. 

It also wants magistrates to 
bear down harder on fans 
found guilty of disorderly con- 
duct, with punishment being 
made to [it the seriousness of 
their wrongdoing. 

Lang's committee is an- 
xious to see new and stream- 
lined forms of crowd surveil- 
lance together with extra 
seating accommodation for 
fans and separate spaces for 
younger spectators.

McKay’s statement stressed:

The four municipalities to- 
gether shall purchase a “com- 
bination pumper and tanker 
fire truck" complete with 800 
gallon capacity tank, fire hose, 
ladderg and equipment, all 
subject to the recommenda! 
lions of Picton’s fire chief. 
This fire truck and its equip- 
ment would be housed at the 
Picton Fire Hall without 
charge to the municipalities.

(Women's Reporter) 


The Ontario School for the 
Deaf is celebrating its Cen- 


story featuring the educa- 
tional. activities provided for 
the girls seemed apropos. 

Students [rom eastern and 
northern Ontario have been 
attending the school for 100 
years, Here they learn tc be. 
come largely _ self-sufficient 
and the necessary skills to 
prepare them for jobs in the 
outside world. 

Levels 10 - 14 (ages 15.20) 
have half a day academic 
work. Vocational studies, in- 
volve home economics, food,. 
sewing, beauty culture and 
laundry. The main area of 
employment, however, is typ- 
ing and commercial skills. It, 
is important to realize that 
the girls cannot do the work 
of secretaries and  steno- 
graphers which — involves 
answering the telephone. In- 
stead, they fill positions in- 
volving copy typing, filing, 
key punching and the opera- 
tion of adding machines. 
Some girls get employment 
in dry cleaners arid a few 
work in beauty salons. 

A few of the classes do not 
divide into half vocational 
and half academic training. 
Those students with more 
promise academically may 
go to Gallaudet College in 
Washington, D.C., a special 
school for the deaf. 

In{home economics classes 
the girls learn to cook and

PICTON — White paper leg- 
islation became part of Dr. 
Morris Foster's address on 
parliamentary affairs when he 
spoke last night at a Kiwanis 
Club dinner meeting held in 
the Royal Hotel. Welcomed by 
Kiwanian Harry Hicks as 
“one of the local -boys who 
made good,"" Dr. Foster is 
formerly a resident of Bloom- 
field and now Liberal MP for 
Algoma riding. “Basically the 
white paper represents whai 
the government thinks it should 
do, usually concerning a very 
complex problem such as com- 
plete taxation reform," com- 
mented Dr, Foster, He added 
that by producing such ‘a re- 
form as a “white paper,” the 
government enables the whole 
Canadian society to tear it 
apart. “Parliamentary com- 
mittees can discuss it and 
make changes and the gov- 
ernment receives better, more 
acceptable legislation." 

Dr. Foster briefly examined 
the white ‘papers concerning 
taxation, veterans’ legislation 
and Indian policy to illustrate 
this. He observed that ‘most 
of us in Canada’ expect a cap- 
ital gains tax to be introduced 
in the white paper on taxation: 
A ‘general proposal in the 
white paper on taxation con- 
cerns the taxation of income, 


the most important 
federal taxation. 

Tt is suggested that this tax 
will be based on the indivi- 
dual’s ability to pay. ‘Most 
progressive societies would 
agree with this,’ said Dr. 
Foster. “The basic plan will 
provide little interference with 
our economic development and 
business in general, There will 
be increased personal exem- 
tion and exemption for work- 
ing wives forced to employ 
baby sitters,"’

“Let them keep their blood 
Money,” he told an interviewer 
on the goverment radio. “We 
don't want their help or assist- 
ance. We will do it ourselves.” 

Other Nigerian officials said 
the government has all the food 
it needs, but the problem is get- 
ting it to where the war has dis- 
Tupted communications. They 
said all efforts to help the hun- 
sry must be channelled through 
government-approved agencies. 

The relief effort was threat- 
ened by internal bickering. 

Sir Adetokunbo Ade mola, 
Nigerian” Red Cross chairman, 
said his agency would control 
the distribution of relicf sup- 
plies.

Despite the assurance of Ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister Mitchell 
Sharp that the crisis is not so 

~ critical as it is said to be. the 
reports continued that death by 
starvation is facing hundreds of 
thousands—if not  millions—of 
Biafran survivors of the war. 

Mr. Sharp himself faced caus- 
tic criticism in the Commons 
external affairs committee as 
he explained why the govern- 
ment feels it ‘must show every 
confidence in the will and abil- 
ity of the Nigerian government 
to meet the threat.

The presbytery. on Novy. 20, 
1968, recommended against 
readmitting Mr. Horsburgh to 
the ministry.

BONN — Nearly one-quarter 
of all medicaments consumed in 
the entire world come from west 
Germany. That is the result of 
the 1968 pharmaceutics survey 
and it means the German in-

Ontario Police Initiate — Bites 
New Intelligence Force 


By BARRY McCULLAGH

Belleville businessmen are 
being asked by the Ontario 
Police Commission for support 
in the fight against organized 
crime. 

Legitimate businesses in Ca- 
nada are being infiltrated by 
crime syndicates and the bu- 
siness community itself is in 
a position to assist law en- 
1orcement authoritics. 

The appeal was made in an 
Address to Belleville Rotari- 
ans yesterday by Walter Lee, 
an intelligency officer with the 
Ontario Police Commission. 

“I don’t think everyone 
should panic, but these people 
are going to move in. 

“The money for investment 
is there . . . billions of dollars 
in Swiss and West German 
banks, and it is available 
for investment in Icgitimate 
businesses.” 

Mr. Lee warned however 
that any business taking ad- 
vantage of money from such 
sources would come off worst. 
The police commission was 
gathering information on peo- 
ple suspected of engaging in 
criminal activities of this na- 
ture. 

“Where you suspect that 
something like this is hap- 
pening in your business or in 
related fields, then place your 
confidence in your police com- 
mission.”* 


In general organized crime

All 
types. 

“There was a time when we | 
thought they operated only in 
gambling, prostitution, narcot- 
ics and bootlegging, but we 
know they will move into any 
area of crime in which a pro- 
fit can be made.” 

Gambling was probably the 
largest with the total illegal 
amount of gambling in one 
year in the United States 
amounting to $20. billion of 
which one-third was. profit. 

Mr. Lee described organiz- 
ed crime*in Canada as, con- 
tinuing and  self-perpetuating, 
with a profit motive {ceding on

ing to obtain immunity from 
the law. r+ ;

exists both in the United 
States and Canada. What we 
have here is not the Mafia 
which has confined its ac- 
tivities for centuries to the 
western part of Sicily. 

“The Mafia has never been 
imported to North America, 
although part of North Amer- 
ica’s organized crime is given 
up to an organization known 
to its members as the Cosa 
Nostra.” : 

Membership is restricted to 
Italians numbering {rom 3,- 
000 to 5,000. in the United 
States. However, there are no 
membership lists so the pre- 
cise membership is impossible 
to determine. 


Mr. Lee, has infiltrated into 
Ontario and Quebec and has 
the professional advice of 
members of the legal, acCount- 
ing and engineering profes- 
sions who have gone “beyond 
their code of ethics to inform 
these people what they can do 
to evade the law.” 

Mr. Lee admitted another

“Nighttime _ Injuries 
accounted for 30 per cent of 
the total accidents in our re- 
port. 

“One way to prevent acci- 
dents is to know the trail you 
are going on. You don’t go 
full-throttle down a trail you 
don’t know—you might hit a 
pothole just filled with snow. 
“You should have 
snowshoes with you on the 
snowmobile, or travel in 
pairs. If you do get into trou- 
ble far from help. you should 
have an axe, cut down a tree, 
start a fire and relax, get 
mentally cooled off. You can’t 
walk through deep snow, and 
the numbing factor of cold im- 
pairs your judgment, even if 
it is normally good. 

“You should, of course, 
wear suitable clothing, includ- 
ing proper mitts and foot- 
wear. 

“You should know how to 
run the machine properly. 
People think it’s a toy, and 
it’s not. 

“And they are not as easily 
handled if they are pulling 
something. One man towing a 
toboggan cracked the whip 
and threw two kids under a 
car.”
